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Program Notes 


Royal Fireworks! 





NOTES IN BRIEF 

This program presents popular suites—collections of different musical numbers— 
by three of the greatest Baroque composers. Handel’s Water Music was reputed to 
have been performed to bring Handel back into favor with King George | by 
delighting him with music played on the royal barge as the king sailed up the 
Thames and home again. One section of the work, a suite in G, calls for a smaller, 
quieter ensemble, and may have provided indoor entertainment during lunch. 


Bach's Suite No. 3 in is purely abstract music of great energy, tempered by the inclusion 
of one of the most ravishingly beautiful melodies ever composed, the Air on a G string. 
After its vigorous French-style overture, it offers this delicious Air and follows it up with 
a series of colorful dances movements converted into concert music for listeners. 


Purcell’s music for The Fairy Queen enlivens a production that contained an 
astonishing mish-mash of ideas in a revision of Shakespeare’s A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream to suit the tastes of the late 17th century—providing a very full evening's 
entertainment with a full play and a lot of music as well, and performed by a large 
cast of actors and singers, and with an enormously expensive set. But without 
Purcell’s exquisite and varied music, it would have been totally forgotten. 


Handel’s later suite, Music for the Royal Fireworks, is a wonderfully festive work, 
designed as an official celebration of the end of the War of the Austrian 
Succession. Having composed for “military instruments”—brass and woodwinds— 
at the King’s insistence, Handel also added strings for the greater variety they gave 
him in presenting his official celebration of “peace” and “rejoicing.” 


HANDEL: WATER MUSIC SUITE NO. 3 
One of the best-known Handel 
stories—recounted by his earliest 
biographer, Mainwaring—tells how 
Handel had obtained leave from his 
employer in Hanover to go to England 
for a visit but never returned. As fate 
would have it, the Elector of Hanover 
became George | of England and, so to 
speak, pursued his truant composer 
thither. Handel’s delinquency put him 
out of the king’s good graces. According 
to Mainwaring, the Water Music was 
first performed to serenade the king 
from a neighboring barge on the river 
Thames in 1715. The king was so taken 
with the music that he asked who had 
composed it, and upon learning that it 
was Handel, he promptly forgave him 
for his earlier negligence. In actuality, 
while some movements of the Water 
Music may have been performed in a 
river outing in 1715, there is not the 
slightest evidence that Handel was in 
need of his monarch’s forgiveness.

The title Water Music incorrectly 
implies that we are dealing with a single 
work. From the scoring and the keys we 
can see that there are three orchestral 
suites here, not one. Two of them are 
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“outdoor” music, with horns in the 
orchestra. The suite to be heard here is 
just as clearly indoor music, with its 
quieter flutes and recorders. If there is 
any truth to the legend of this piece, 
this would be the music that 
accompanied the King’s supper 
between the rides up and down the 
Thames. 


BACH: ORCHESTRA SUITE NO. 3 

The term “suite” is a modern 
convention, used to describe a 
composition consisting of a series of 
dance movements that follow one 
another in succession. Bach himself 
called these works “Overtures” after 
their first and largest component, a 
grand French overture. The third suite 
has long been one of the favorites in 
the series, largely on the strength of its 
second movement, a sustained melody 
of ravishing tranquility that Bach simply 
called Air, though it is most often 
referred to today by the incongruous 
title Air on the G string, after an 
arrangement for solo violin made by 
August Wilhelmj in 1871, placing the 
melody more than an octave lower 
than the pitch at which Bach wrote it, 
so that it could be played on the violin’s 
lowest string (the one tuned to G) with 
rich effect. 


As if to make up for this quiet 
movement, the remainder of the suite 
is filled with energetic dance pieces—a 
brisk pair of Gavottes played 
alternativement (that is, with Gavotte | 
repeated after Gavotte II has been 
heard, in the manner of the later 
Menuet and Trio in the classical 
symphony), a festive Bourrée, and a 
rollicking Gigue. 
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PURCELL: THE FAIRY QUEEN 

English Restoration “opera” appealed 
with a vengeance to the audience's 
desire for variety. The evening 
contained a play which, at various 
times, might be interrupted by dancing, 
singing, marvels of mechanical 
stagecraft, and lots of music. Though a 
modern audience would be hard put to 
recognize it, The Fairy Queen was, in 
fact, an adaptation of Shakespeare's A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream. At the end 
of the 17th century, no one was 
interested in playing Shakespeare 
straight. In the case of The Fairy 
Queen, the play’s alternation between 
the world of human beings and the 
magical world of the fairies made it 
relatively easy to work music into the 
production: the fairies would most 
often appear with musical support (and 
much rewriting of the plot). 


The Fairy Queen contains a large 
amount of Purcell’s best-known and 
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most enchanting melodies. The 
Rondeau is one of these. (Film 
producers have found it, and other such 
tunes, invaluable for use as background 
music in period drama.) 


Any attempt to follow a plot line when 
listening to the music of The Fairy 
Queen is almost inevitably doomed to 
failure. But few composers have so 
successfully managed to fill an entire 
evening with so rich an array of varied, 
delightful, charming, funny, poignant, 
and brilliant music. 


HANDEL: ROYAL FIREWORKS MUSIC 
The autumn of 1748 saw the end of the 
long and grinding European war known 
as the “War of the Austrian Succession,” 
which had started in 1740 and eventually 
spread to all of Europe. The signing of 
the peace treaty in Aix-la-Chapelle on 
October 18, 1748, was therefore hailed as 
an achievement worthy of the most 
splendid celebration. 


In England the peace was to be 
celebrated with a grand public display 
of fireworks in London’s Green Park in 
April 1749. The King agreed that music 
should accompany the festivities, but 
with the stipulation that it should be a 
music of “warlike instruments”’—that is 
wind and percussion. Handel was 
commissioned to write the music. 

The actual performance of the music 
with the fireworks took place on April 
27. Unfortunately many of the rockets 
failed to go off, and those that did go 
off set fire to the building especially 
erected for the event, setting off a 
general panic among the crowd and a 
stampede in which many people were 
injured. The music, however, was 
immediately popular—so much so that 
Handel repeated it just a month later as 
part of a benefit concert for his 
favorite charity, the Foundling Hospital. 


The French-style overture is the largest 
movement of the score, with a slow 
introduction in crisp dotted rhythms, 
followed by a faster, lightly fugal main 
section. The remaining movements 
consist of various types of dances, to 
provide variety in mood and rhythm. 
Handel gave two of his later 
movements titles that certainly were 
intended to reflect the purpose of the 
work as a whole: La Réjouissance 
(“Rejoicing”) and La Paix (“Peace”).

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The VOCAL APPRENTICESHIP PROGRAM 
addresses the needs of a special group of 
talented urban youngsters—those for whom 
the study of music can outline a path toward 
higher education and a career in music. The 
program provides intensive study along with the 
mentoring these young singers need to reach 
their full potential musically, academically, and 
personally. 


The program includes four choral ensembles. 
Singers is for students age 8-11 who may not 
have sung in a choir before. The Youth Chorus 
features more than 50 choristers, ages 10-14. The 
Young Women’s Chorus is a musically 
challenging ensemble for high school girls. The 
Young Men's Chorus, for changing to changed 
male voices, grades 7+, was started last year with 
a generous grant from the Linde Family 
Foundation.

How did you begin playing period 
oboes? 

| was introduced to them by my teacher 
at Oberlin, James Caldwell, who had 
started a summer Baroque Performance 
Institute. This was at a time when few 
people knew what a Baroque oboe was, 
and it was difficult to find them. | began 
working with Jonathan Bosworth in Acton 
building replicas of museum originals and 
have been involved with instrument- 
making ever since. 


How many oboes do you own? 
Counting modern and period oboes, 
recorders, Renaissance winds and my 
electronic wind instrument, about 25 that 
| have played in public. 


How has the oboe changed over time? 
The most obvious difference is that the 
18th-century oboe has only two keys 
while the modern one has 26, but there 
are internal differences as well. Music 
from the Baroque was rhetorical and 
gestural in nature, with the expression 
intimately related to poetry, drama, and 
affect—in physical terms, the bores of 
oboes were made larger than modern 
ones, which encourages you to play with 
less air pressure and more of a “speaking” 
quality. In the Classical period, after about 
1770, the bel canto style of performance 
was becoming more fashionable and 
oboes adapted with smaller bores, 
allowing for phrasing in longer lines and 
with a more “singing” quality, especially in 
the upper register. 
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A conversation with

What do you enjoy about performing 
music by Handel? 

Handel was one of the three greatest 
opera composers of the 18th century, the 
other two being Rameau and Mozart. His 
music is always colorful and theatrical, 
and it expresses the complete range of 
emotions, from the most intimate aria to 
the grandest spectacle in public music 
such as the Fireworks and Water Music. 
His expression speaks to everyone and is 
always accessible, not particularly 
dependent on period fashions —he is 
perhaps the only Baroque composer who 
has remained wildly popular continuously 
from the time of his death to the present, 
a span of 250 years. Messiah and a few of 
his instrumental pieces are known to 
many listeners and although these are 
fantastic works, he wrote more than 60 
other operas and oratorios and hundreds 
of smaller pieces that are just as good! 
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Try the home version, 
too.
